Unlike most other alleged proofs of im- 
proving economic conditions, the income tax 
collections offer evidence that no argument, 
no chop logic, no denial can get around. The 
figures are there. The exemptions and tax 
rates have not been changed. Georgia has 
contributed more income tax to both fed- 
eral and state governments this year, than 
ever before. Which means, simply and fac- 
tually, that the gross income of Georgians was 
larger for 1939 than before. 

It is the habit of Americans to do much 
grousing about income tax returns. The 
forms to be made out are not altogether sim- 
ple, though far from as complicated as would- 
be humorists like to infer. And many a man 
growls for days over the terrible tragedy the 
payment of his particular tax turned out 
to be. 

yet. if there were no income there would 
be no income tax. The larger the tax, the 
larger the income from which it must be 
subtracted. 

And it remains, therefore, highly gratify- 
ing that more Georgians had larger incomes, 
involving bigger tax payments, for 1939 than 
in previous years. It means, at least, more 
money in circulation in the state and, when 


more dollars are floating around, there is that 
much better chance for any and all of us to 
grab one or two for ourselves as they go by.
